matter under their notice, and on November 
9th a reply was received from the Depart- 
ment stating that, while the Minister was 
aware that the civil business in the Dublin 
Circuit Court was in arrear. he was not satis- 
fied that such business was sufficient to occupy 
the time of two judges, and that he hoped 
shortly, without increasing the total number 
of judges, to make arrangements to meet the 
needs of the Dublin Circuit Court. 

“ From inquiries which I have made re- 
cently,’ said Mr. Bradley, “I have ascer- 
tained that the number of defended civil 
actions awaiting trial in the Dublin Circuit 
Court at the present time is 446. Some of 
these cases have been set down for trial as 
far back as March, 1933. Owing to Judge

APPRENTICES AND IRISH. 


It would appear, after consultation with the 
examiner in Irish, Mr. Thomas P. Waller.

pass the test by merely working at the 
subject a few months before they sat for 
same.

Mr, Justice Meredith refusing to confirm a 
special resolution of the company, under 
dection 46 of the Companies (Consolidation) 
Act, 1908, proposing to reduce the capital 


of the company, ° 


The Supreme Court was asked to set aside 
Mr. Justice Meredith's order, and im lieu 
thereof to make-an order (1) that the reduc- 
tion of capital to be effected as presented to 
the High Court be confirmed; and (2) that 
the scheme of arrangement be sanctioned so 
as to be binding on ali Preference share- 
holders. . 

The scheme as rejected by Mr. Justice 
Meredith provided for the reduction of 
400,000 £1 Ordinary shares from £1 to 10s. 
each, and. that the 400,000 £1 8 per cent. 
Preference shares be paid off—these shares to 
be replaced by a similar number of 5 per 
cent. mortgage shares to be fully secured, 

Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C.; Mr. Overend, 
K.U., and Mr. Monks (instructed by Messrs. 
D. and 1. Fitzgerald) appeared for the peti- 
tioners and appellants; Mr. Jellett, K.C., and 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
1. and 1. Fitzgerald) for Mr. Wilfred Fitz- 
gerald, a Preference shareholder, in support 
of the appeal; and Mr. A. E. W- !, K.C.; 
Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. Murnaghan 
(instructed by Mr. J. J. McDonald) for Dr. 
Matthew Maughan and Messrs. H. G. Kilby 
and John Ryan, the respondents, Preference: 
shareholders, in opposition to the petition 
and to the appeal. 

Openmg the case for the appellants, Mr. 
FitzGibbon said that an overwhelming 
majority of all classes of shareholders were 
in favour of the scheme. Out of 1,179 Pre- 
ference shareholders no fewer than 701 took 
the trouble to come to the meeting, at which 
a majority voted for the scheme. Counsel 
suggested that the tests to be applied were 
(1) was the scheme approved by the neces- 
sary. statutory majority at a properly 
called meeting? (2) was approval obtained 
by the voting power of the share- 
holders who had no ulterior motive to serve’ 
and (3), finally, was the scheme such as a 
reasonable business man, looking at it from 
his point of view in the class in which he was 
voting, would approve? ~ If so, then the 
Court should let the company manage its 
own affairs. 


BEST INTERESTS 
COMPANY. 

The present scheme had the necessary 
statutory majority, and had been approved, 
because it was, in the opinion of those share- 
holders who voted for it, in the best interests 
of the company that it shouid be adopted. Mr. 
Justice Meredith, in his judgment, expressed 
the opinion that the scheme was such that a 
reasonable business man would approve, and 
that it was a financial benefit to both classes 
of shareholders. 

Counsel said that in November, 193?, the 
directors sent out a circular letter to the 
shareholders in which they outlined the 
scheme, and this had become of vital import- 
alice, as It was because of something in it that 
Mr. Justice Meredith had refused to sanction 
the scheme. Mr: Justice Meredith said that he 
thought the Preference shareholders who 
voted for the scheme at the class meeting 
might have been misinformed, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Was 
evidence of this? 

Mr. FitzGibbon replied it was not even 
evrzested. The learned judge's hypothesis, 
which counsel suggested was based on an 
entirely wrong idea, was that those share- 
holders who voted tor the scheme might have 
thought that they were going to be secured 
by non-existent assets. There was not a 
scintilla of evidence before the Court that 
anvbody was, in fact, under such a mis- 
apprehension. 

Counsel said that the judge had approved 
of the reduction of the Ordinary shares, and 
also of the Preference conversion; but the 
difficulty was that they were part of the one 
scheme—that the Ordinary sharehclders 
might be in some way in a position to extort 
agreement from the Preference shareholders. 

Dealing with the circular which the judge 
directed to be sent to a limited class, Mr. 
FitzGibbon said that there conld be no 
justification for such a proceeding. There 
was no doubt that what.actuated the judge's 
mind was the belief that the company had 
lost not £200,000, but £600,000. He sub- 
mitted that the judge fell into a misunder- 
standing, and failed so. distinguish between 
the shar capital and the capital liabilities of 
a company,

been taken to that. the Preference 
shareholders woull understand what they 
were doing. Out of 1,179 Preference share 
holders, 846 took the trouble of replying; 
533 did pot reply—they were waste-paper 
basket gentlemen. The 846 who replied repre- 
sented 331.761 Preference shares, out of a 
total of 400,000. Out of the 846 who replied, 
739 approved, representing 298,680 shares ; 
107. disapproved, representing 335,C861 shares. 
In shares there was a 9 to 1 majority of those 
who replied. Nobody came in to say that 
they were deceived. The deception emanated 
irom the mind of the judge himself. 

Certain things had been decided by the 
judge—namely, (1) all the necessary meet- 
had heen held and the necessary 
juajorities properly obtained; (2) the judge 
expressed the opinion that the scheme was 
one which would be “in the best in 
terests of the shareholders of both 
classes”. (3) the judge stated that, 1 
the conversion of the share capital into De 
Lenture stock hed been propesed alone, with 
out the redaction of the Ordinary share 
capital, and if all the’ required formalities 
had been carried out, he should have had no 
difficulty whatever in giving the required 
sanction; (4) the judge further stated that 
the additional propcsal to reduce the Ordi 
nary share capital made the scheme 
as a whole ‘more attractive to the 
Preference shareholders ’’; (5) i the judge 
expressed the opinion that the bringing in of 
the Ordinary shareholder part of the scheme 
with the Preference part was, in some 
mysterious way, an.extorting by the Ordinary 
of the Preference shareholders; (6) having 
stated all that, the Judge said he would not 
sanction thp scheme, in case there was any 
extorting or possible extorting, unless the 
Preference shareholders who voted for the 
scheme were again circularised, or some other 
method adopted to ascertain if they still 
wished to vote as they did. 


IF OPPOSITION 


WITHDRAWN. 

(7) The Judge, having proposed this extra- 
ordinary course, which the company couirl

CITY OF DUBLIN’S CLAIM 
FAILS. | 
——_q—_—_ 
From Ovs Corresponpent. 
i LONDON, Monday. 


OLDING that the City of Dublin was 
alone to blame, Mr. Justice Langton 
gave judgment in the Admiralty 

Court to-day im an action brought by the 
owners of the steamship City of Dublin, of 
Dublin, against the owners of the steamship 
Lestris, claiming damages, and alleging that a 
collision early on January 3rd this year in 
the River Scheldt, below Antwerp, was 
caused by the negl RE navigation of those 
on the Lestris. ‘his was denied by the 
defendants, who counter-claimed, alleging that 
the casualty was due to the negligence of the 
City of Dublin. Among other things they 
contended that the Fea, ship exhibited 
improper lights and crossed ahead of the 
Lestris.- The plaintiffs denied the allegations 
in the counter-claim. i 

Mr. Justice Langton, found that the City 
of Dublin was anchored ‘on the proper side of 
the deep water channel, but that with the 
wind and tide operating upon her she had 


dragged her anchors slightly, and had gone’ 


a little into the deep water. Those’on board 
her, hearing the siren of a big liner which 
intended to come down river, were awakened 
to a consciousness of their danger and took 
energetic steps to heave up the anchor, and 
by means of engine and helm action to get 
their vessel out of the deep water channel and 
into safety. Unfortunately, while they were 
engaged in that hurried and somewhat 
undignified mandéeuvre the Lestris was coming 
up the river. Those on the Lestris were 
suddenly confronted with the phenomenon of 
a vessel showing anchor lights in the deep 
water channel. 

Beginning to go ahead through the water, 
and realising the danger from the Lestris, the 
plaintiffs’ ship switched on her “ under way ”’ 
lights, at the same time keeping at least her 
foremast anchor light showing. That further 
confused the unfortunate Lestris as she came 
up the river. At first those on the Lestris 
thought that they could get through to south- 
ward of the plaintiffs’ ship, but then, realising 
that they could not do‘it, they put the engines 
full astern. and, swingirg with wind and 
tide, collided with the City of Dublin. 

On the facts disclosed he did not think that 
there was a bad look-out on the Lestris, but 
he was of the opinion that a vessel behaving 
us strangely as the City of Dublin did was 
enough to confuse anybody, and quite enough 
to put a vessel such as the Lestris into con- 
siderable difficulty. The City of Dublin did 
not see the Lestris until she was commitied

the Republic invited M. Camille 
Chautemps to see what he could do, and 
early yesterday morning M. Chautemps, 


that he was ready to assume the 
kaleidoscopic post of Premier. He was 
not compelled to look far for a Ministry ; 


Chautemps himself and M. Raynaldi, the 
Minister for Justice, were without seats 
in M. Sarraut’s Cabinet. The composi- 
tion of the Cabinet, however, is a matter 
of little importance. Its proposals to 
deal with the national finances are the 
factor which will confirm it in office or 
will send it the way of its four pre- 
decessors. At the moment France is 
inclined to be gloomy about M. 
Chautemps’s prospects, since he can make 
little change in the proposals that brought 
M. Sarraut to ruin. Against Socialist 
opposition M. Chautemps cannot survive, 
and it seems that the time is near when M. 
Lebrun must give up the task and must 
consent to a dissolution and a general 
election. 

The four preceding Governments fell 
because they could find no other means to 
save money except by the reduction of civil 
servants’ by stern measures 
against the multitudinous ‘‘ tax-dodgers ”’ 
of France, and by an increase of taxation. 
The real bone of contention was the matter 
of Civil Service ‘‘ cuts.’”’ M. Chautemps, 
according to report, will not “ cut” the 
actual salaries, but he will reduce the civil 
servants’ All the 
other features of the Budget proposals will 
be retained.

Defaulting taxpayers will be 
pursued ruthlessly ; the road tax will be 
increased ; even if income-tax becomes no 
larger, the rebates thereon will be reduced, 
so as to attain the same result; and State 
lotteries and nickel coinage will be used 
to an increasing degree for the acquiring 
of revenue. In effect, the situation under 
M. Chautemps will be just as it was under 
the four other Radical Ministries, and the 
Socialists will have no more and no less 
cause of complaint than they had then. 
Hitherto they have shown no desire to 
take office themselves, although they form 
the second largest party in the Chamber ; 
but there are signs that the sentiment of 
their followers may force them to take the 
step if opportunity arrives. If M. 
Chautemps falls, President Lebrun may 
invite the Socialists to try their fortune 
for good or ill. 

A dissolution after only eighteen months 
would be contrary to French political 
theory ; but, unless M. Chautemps accom- 
plishes the unexpected and survives the 
impending vote, it is likely to be the best 
way out of a deplorable situation. France 
Was never so greatly in need of a 
stable Government as she is to-day. 
The Budget deficit has been mounting 
every year for years past, and, though 
computed at less than 4,000,000,000 francs, 
it is actually reckoned by experts at 
7,000,000,000 or 8,000,000,000 francs. A 


revival of trade might save the situation, 
but there are no signs of revival. 
Now that her chief market, Britain, 
has been narrowed against French 
goods, and the fall of the dollar 
has enabled the United States to 


undersell France in most other markets, 
her roll of unemployment is swelling 
visibly, revenue is declining, and the out- 
look is becoming more and more grave. 
Vigorous measures must be taken if 
France is to regain her former prosperity, 
but they cannot be taken so long as the 
country’s party politics are in their 
present condition of weakness. Not a 
single party in the Chamber of Deputies 
can form a Government without the 
assistance of another party, which is 
always ready to withdraw that help unless 
its demands are conceded. France, 
of all countries, dislikes the prospect of 
government on Italian or German lines, 
but her parliamentary system is in real 
danger.

adventure. Now three new factories are 
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the form of pulp, and in a few years the 
Free State will be independent of imported 
supplies. According to a rough estimate, 
the Free State imports sugar to the amount 
of some 100,000 tons a year. At current 
prices, this sugar costs the country about 
£7 or £8 a ton—say, £800,000 a year in all. 
The cost of sugar manufactured in the Free 
State will be at least £20 a ton, or 
£2,000,000, so that there will be an annua! 
loss of about £1,200,000. Against this 
monetary loss must be set the amount of 
additional wages—some £240,000—the sums 
paid to the beet-growers, and various conse- 
quential benefits. On balance, however, 
there must be a financial deficit, and, 
into the bargain, the price of sugar 
will increase. There is another aspect 
of the case to which hitherto far too 
little attention has been paid. In all these 
sugar factories the principal posts will be 
held by foreigners. We realise that a 
certain number of foreign experts is neces- 


sary; but we hope that young Irish 
engineers and others will be trained 
quickly to occupy executive positions. 


Every taxpayer must wish the experiment 
well, but a settlement of the ‘‘ economic 
war ” would be better than a hundred 
sugar factories, even if every one of them 
should show a net profit from the first 
day. 


The Picture-House. 


To-day Dublin has thirty picture-houses, 
and another, which will be among the first 
three in point of size, is being planned. 
Our Cinema Correspondent estimates that, 
within a single week, 300,000 persons— 
nearly the equivalent of the city’s whole 
population—visit these places of entertain- 
ment. From every aspect this fact is 
deeply significant. Young philosophers, 
being idealists, lament that the moral, 
artistic and literary standards of the 
“pictures” are not higher. Elderly 
philosophers, who have been constrained 
to realise that normal life is a matter of 
the second best, will be disposed to agree 
that, on the whole, the pictures are a 
boon. They are a cheap and companion- 
able form of amusement. With their 
frequent foolishness and vulgarity they 
combine a jiarge amount of instruction. 
Thev are excellent teachers of geography, 
and in two hours, for a mere shilling, we 
can get wider glimpses of men, manners 
and governments than his ten wandering 
years furnished to Ulysses. To the objec- 
tion that Dublin (gripped by an 
‘‘ economic war ’’) spends too much money 
on the “ pictures ’’ there is a not inade- 
quate answer—that, only a few years ago, 
much of the pleasure-secking citizen’s 
money was spent, far more harmfully, in 
the public-houses. Nevertheless, the 
“ pictures ” will continue to be a sadden- 
ing phenomenon for heretics who refuse to 
hold that a civilisation which seeks the 
greatest pleasure of the greatest number 
is the highest form of civilisation. What 
will have become of national character- 
istics, of mankind’s old sense of wonder, of 
the whole adventure of living, after 
Hollywood's farrago has been the diet of 
all the peoples (white, black, brown and 
yellow) for another twenty years? Cer- 
tainly our Correspondent’s figures expose 
the pathetic fallacy which underlies the 
Free State Government’s efforts to build 
an isolated Gaelic civilisation in twenty- 
six Irish counties. Apart from any inter- 
course of commerce, books or travel, the 
“ pictures ' have killed that project once 
for all. They tolerate no hermits in the 
community of nations.

Canadian Distress. 


The prairie provinces of Canada still 
are victims of widespread distress. In 
some cases, as the Winnipeg Correspon- 
dent of The Times recalls, the farmers 
have only themselves to blame. They were 
too ready in the past to put all their 
eggs into one basket, to concentrate their 
whole energies on the growing of wheat, 
and to disregard the other branches of 
agriculture. 
wheat in the world, and the growers of 
Canada are compelled to remodel their 
entire economy. Every farmer is now 
doing his best to become absolutely self- 
supporting. He breeds at least a snfh- 
cient number of cattle. sheep and pigs 
to supply his own table. Having lost nearly 
all hope of an external market for his 
wheat, he takes it to the local grist- 
mill—scores of new mills have sprung up 
among the prairie provinces—and has it 
' ground for his omn use. He tans the 
hides of his own animals, and makes his 
own harness out of them; his sheep are 
shorn on the farm, and the wool is 
carded, spun and woven into garments at 
home. Many farmers have been compelled 
to abandon their huge holdings, and to 
content themselves with a few hundred 
acres—which constitute by no means 
a large holding for Canada. In addi- 
tion to their economic handicaps, many 
districts are oppressed by drought and 
grasshoppers, which forbid the  rear- 
ing of cattle, even on a small scale. 
Indeed, it is often necessary to move 
whole families to more _ favourably- 
situated regions, and the covered waggon 
is becoming once more a frequent sight.

BELFAST, Monday Night. 


Alderman Midgley, addressing the 
electors to-night, said that the proposal of 
increased old age pensions at sixty in order 
io take the aged out of industry was being 
warmly accepted by those who realised 
that their social problems could not be 
dealt with satisfactorily by sectarian cries 
and ancient prejudices. He also stressed 
the principle of full civil rights for all 
teachers. It was a scandal, he declared, 
that the teachers in Northern Ireland 
should be deprived of the rights of citizen- 
ship, which were enjoyed by all teachers 
in Great Britain. 

He said that under the new Unemploy- 
ment Bill, which was being introduced into 
the Imperial Parliament, and which would 
be copied by the Northern Parliament, the 
unemployed were going to be treated worse 
than ever. 


UNEMPLOYMENT BILL. 


In his opinion, one of the reasons why 
the Northern Government had rushed the 
election was to enable it to get a majority 
before the full implications of the degrad- 
ing clauses of the new Unemployment Bill 
were understood by the electors. It was 
essential, in view of the fact that the 
Northern Government already had a 
majority, that fresh virile minds should be 
sent to Parliament to voice the aspira- 
tions of those who were living in insecurity 
and destitution. He said that it had come 
to his knowledge that the Unionists were 
preparing a scare circular against him, and 
he warned the electors to be on their 
guard, 

Miss Ellen Wilkinson, speaking in 
support of Alderman Midgley, said that 
she was really horrified at some of the 
things she saw in the Dock Ward that 
afternoon. When she got talking to some 
of the working women she found that 
Ulster had a type of Fascism of its own, 
based, as Ulster Toryism was based, on 
the politics of the closed mind.

HE new French Cabinet was formally 
resented to the President of the 
Republic this afternoon by M. Camille 
Chautemps. 
So striking is the resemblance of the 
new Government to the last that a deputy 
this afternoon, asked what he thought of 
the new Government, replied: “ Which 
Government ?”’ 
As the Government is not changed ex- 
cept for two or three names, so the 
problems facing it have not changed. The 
need to find six milliard francs 
(£48,000,000 at par) to balance the Budget 
remains as urgent as ever. 


FINANCIAL NOVELTIES. 


If M. Chautemps does not produce finan- 
tial novelties it is thought that he will 
come down as quickly this time as he did 
in 1930—that is, in his first encounter 
with the Chamber. 

Apparently, he is hoping to avoid 
slipping up by removing from the path of 
the financial proposals the orange peel oi 
‘‘cuts’’ in civil servants’ salaries. He 
intends instead to reduce civil servants’ 
special allowances among other items; to 


dodgers ; to raise the revenue from income 
tax by reducing the rebate ; to increase the 
tax on road transport; and to go on 
merrily with lotteries and nickel coinage. 

This is a minority Cabinet, but M.

RUSSIA’S FAVOURABLE 
TRADE,

IMPORTS HALVED IN A 
YEAR, 

REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 

HELSINGFORS, Monday. 


During the first nine months of this 
year Soviet Russia exported £8,380,900 
worth of goods to Great Britain, and only 
imported £3,387,000 worth of goods from 
Great Britain, according to figures issued 
by the Soviet Government. 

“There is thus a balance in favour of 
the U.S.S.R. of £4,993,900—an increase 
of £1,635,900 over the figures for 1932. 

Soviet Russia’s total imports during the 
period are valued at. £357,520,000, as 
against £71,730,000 for the same period 
in 1932—a drop of 50 per cent. This drop 
is mainly due to a great falling off in 
imports from Germany. In the first nine 
months of 1932 Germany sent £34,585,000 
worth of goods to the U.S.S.R., but for 
the same period this year the figure is only 
£17,891,000. 

Russia’s total exports for this period, 
on the other hand, have only decreased 
by about 10 per cent., being valued at 
£49 986,000, compared with £55,890,000 in 
1932. All the figures given above have 
been converted into pounds sterling at the 
official par rate of 7.35 roubles to the £.

RAILWAY WAGE 
DISPUTES. 


In an editorial article to-day The Times | 


_observes:—This morning representatives 
| of the railway managers and of the railway 
| trade unions are to resume their discus- 
sions on the procedure for settling dis- 
| putes. The outcome of the discussions will 
| be awaited with interest, not wholly free 
from anxiety. Good relations between 
| employers and work-people are important 
in every industry, but nowhero are they 
of greater public importance than in a 
transport service essential 
movement of trade. These discussions 
feeling prevalent in a much 
dustrial field. Wherever employers and 
work-people are adequately organised, 
collective bargaining is the recognised 
method of dealing with wage rates and 
other general conditions of employment. 
Direct discussions between those imme- 
diately concerned may, however, fai] to 
produce agreement, and, therefore, the 
machinery of negotiation frequently pro- 
vides for conciliation or arbitration. 

Now the railway managers and the rail- 
way unions are engaged in conversations 
which may assume the character of a dis- 
pute or of a combined effort to locate and 
remove defects. The discussions may 
easily turn one way or the other. They 
are concerned with machinery, but unless 
even here the will to agree is present 
there will be danger of dispute. It takes 
two to make an agreement, even as it takes 
two to make a quarrel. On some points 
agreement would appear to be easy. The 
National Wages Board nas not retained 
the lofty position in which it was 
originally set, but has been brought to a 
lower level in order to settle small and 
almost trumpery cases.

your husband to call at Killorglin Barracks 
after 12 o’clock Mass and you will get the 
gun back.” They wore no masks. He said 
the raid for arms was planned for four 
days by the two Keatings, Sugrue and 
himself. They asked Foley to drive them, 
as he was also a member of the J.R.A. 

The prisoners did not cross-examine. 
Thomas Sugrue, William Keating and 
Denis Keating said Mahony’s statement 
was untrue.

CENES reminiscent of the early days 
of Californian history, when the 
citizens formed bands of “' Vigilantes’”’ 
and took the law into their own hands, 
were witnessed here last night, when a 
infuriated mob stormed the 
prison here and lynched two alleged kid- 
nappers in the public park. 

The Governor of California, Mr. Rolph, 
declared when told of the lynching: “ It 
is the best lesson California has ever given 
this country. We show the country that 


this State is not going to tolerate kid- 
napping.” 


The Governor added that this should 
result in fewer kidnappings throughout 
the country, and that he would pardon 
anyone who was arrested im connection 
with the lynching. 

No arrests have, in fact, yet been made. 
The lynching follows a vigorous agitation 
for the enforcement of the new law making 
kidnapping a capital offence. 


MADE FULL CONFESSION. 


The two men were Jack Holmes and 
Thomas Thurmond. They were alleged 
to have been the kidnappers of Mr. Hart, . 
son of a wealthy local merchant, whose 


|dead body was recently found on the mud 


flats of San Francisco Bay. He had been 
beaten to death, following an anonymous 
telephone message to his father demand- 
ing a ransom of £8,000 if he wished to 
see his son alive. :

The other man, Thurmond, was found 
clinging by his fingers to a high window 
in his cell screaming: ‘‘ For God's sake 
don’t string me up.” 

‘“ I never saw two human beings look so 
terrified,’’ the Sheriff declared. 


SHERIFF BEATEN, 


The mob then dragged the two men 
about a hundred yards to St. James’s 
Park, where the actual lynching was done. 
Both men were mercilessly beaten and 
rendered semi-conscious, and one had his 
clothes almost completely stripped from 
him 

Thurmond was unconscious when he was 
strung up, but Holmes revived and put 
up a stiff fight for his life. He was still 
kicking when he was lifted into the air 
and hanged from a tree, amid the cheer- 
ing of thousands of onlookers. 

During the excitement the Sheriff was 
beaten unconscious, and had to be taken 
to hospital, while several policemen were 
seriously injured. 

When the actual killing was over the 
mob quietened down. For more than an 
hour they stood quietly by the bodies of 
their victims, and made no attempt to 
interfere when the police took them down 
from the tree.

INCIDENT. 


HITLER CALLS VICTIM A 
MARTYR.

A communiqué giving the result of a 
German inquiry into the incident of the 
| shooting of a German soldier on the 
| Austrian frontier throws all the blame on 
three Austrian Heimwehr men. . 

Twenty-three unarmed German soldiers, 
| in @wilian clothes, had, it is stated. com- 
pleted the ascent of the Eckalpenkogels 
and were on their way down on the German 
side. Five shots. were fired from the 
| Austrian side, and one of the German 
soldiers was struck when sixteen yards 
from the frontier on German soil. 

The tracks and bloodstains in the snow 
show, it is added, that at the time fire was 
opened the whole party was on German 
soil. 

When the body of the dead man was 
being borne away cries of “ Down with 
Hitlerism ; Hail, Dollfuss,’’ were heard. 

From this, the communiqué concludes, 
political incitement was behind the affair. 

Chancellor Hitler attended the funeral] 
of the shot Reichswehr soldier at Nurém- 
burg to-day. General Blomberg (the 
Minister of Defence), General Hammer- 
stein (Chief of Staff), and many high State 
dignitaries also were present. 

Depositing a wreath from President 
Hindenburg, General Blomberg said that 
the dead soldier was a martyr to the birth 
of the new Reich. He did not die in vain, 
because he died for the Reich. 

Chancellor Hitler, addressing the dead 
soldier’s relatives, said that the whole 
nation might see in him a martyr for the 
German cause. 

Then, raising his voice. the Chancellor 
said: “ Murderers of this German soldier 
are not identical with the millions of our 
fellow-tribesmen beyond the frontier. 

‘If they had the possibility freely to 
raise their voices they would solemnly 
break with the murderers and their prin- 
ciples. I am convinced that their verdict 
would be like that in Germany. 

‘“ Therefore, the sacrificial death of this 
German soldier must not become a source 
of embitterment, but of the firm faith in 
the homogeneousness of all Germans.”

WESTMINS TER, Monday, 
R. E. G. HICKS, resuming the debate 
M on the Labour amendment to the 
address. in.the House oí Commons, 
raised the question of housing and slum 
clearance. He asserted that the Government 
had been far too complacent over this matter, 
and he quoted the opinion of Sir Raymond 
Unwin, an eminent architect,: that, allowing 
one house per family, there was a shortage 
of houses in England and Wales of over 
800.000. Another 500,000 houses were? unft' 
to live in, and a further 500.000 were below. a 
good modern standard. Reconditioning, : he. 
said, was a miserable alternative to new 
houses, and it was an abominable policy that 
ought not to be pursued. 

Sir Herbert Samuel (Libera!) challenged a 
recent statement of the Minister of Agricul- 
ture that the objection to a large plan of 
land settlement was that it would mean an 
enormous increase in food production, which 
would involve a restriction of imports, and 
to the extent that exports depended on im- 
ports would strike a blow at our export 
trade. That was a fallacy, he declared, and 
there was plenty of scope for an increase 
In the cotisumption of food in this country. 
There was a good deal in the Labour amend- 
ment which met with the approval of the 
Juiberals, but they proposed to vote against 
it because to carry it would exclude the 
Liberal amendment to be moved to-morrow. 

Captain MacMillan (Conservative) urged 
the Government to speed up their efforts in 
many directions. The short-term crisis, he 
said, was relieved, but the long-term crisis 
still remained. The King’s Speech was a 
lair weather one. The Government must 
produce a policy of control for industry, as 
“well as a policy for agriculture. 

MINISTER OF HEALTH’S 

STATEMENT. 

Sir E. Hilton Young (Minister of Health) 
denied Mr. Hicks’s suggestion that the 
Government, as- part of thelr policy, “were 
prohibiting, or in any way limiting, the 
normal development of municipal public 
works. In the past two years the total 
amount of Joans for public works, excluding 
housing, was £46,000,000, an increase rather 
than a decrease. 

Turning to the attack on the Government’s 
housing policy, he said that since the abolition 
of the subsidy last year they were overtaking 
the housing shortage faster than they were 
before. There had been a fall in costs, and 
something in the nature of a house-buil@ing 
boom had occurred. In the twelve months 
ended September last 218,000 houses had 
been built, of which 169,000 had been pro- 
vided by private enterprise, an increase ot 
“6,000 on the year. . Unemployment in the 
building trade had decreased by 77,000. 
Eighty-six per cent. of the 218,000 Touses 
vore for manual workers.

armament and the preservation of peace as 
we were two years ago. The word dis- 
armament had almost disappeared from the 
Foreign Secretary’s vocabulary, and he now 
spoke instead of regulated and unregulated 
armaments We. ourselves, now possessed a 
poison gas, terrible in its effects, against 
which no effective gas mask had been found. 
The Government should give the lead with 
a big policy which would include the aboli- 
tion of all the weapons forbidden to Ger- 
many by the Versailles Treaty, the suppres- 
‘sion of private manufacture and trade in 
arms, and the abolition of air bombing. 


MR. BALDWIN’S REPLY. 


‘ Mr. Baldwin, replying te the debate, com-

The object of the Government when it came | 


into office was to create conditions in which 
industry and agriculture could be carried on 
profitably.

BUILDERS’ DEPUTATION. 


Subsequently a deputation from the Dublin 

Builders’ Association was 
received.

Mrs. Simpson stated that Mrs, Russell was 
greatly perturbed over this mncident and was 
obviously worrying about it. ; 

Later in the day Mrs. Simpson again called 
on Mrs. Russell, and, on receiving no reply, 
she went into the house, where she. was 
horrified to find her lying dead on the kitchen 
floor with her head battered, * Part. of her 
clothing was also burned, which suggested 
that an attempt had been made to burn the 
hody after the outrage,” declared Mrs. 
Simpson. 

Neighbours’ gave assistance when the alarm 
was raised, and word was immediately sent to 
the Flying Squad of Glasgow police, who were 
soon on the scene. 

The murder is surrounded by complete

AND ABOLITION OF APPEALS 


TO HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Sir Charles Morton, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Incorporated Law Society im 
Liverpool yesterday, said that they were 
within measurable distance of the foundation 
of a Court of ‘Appeal, composed of five mém- 
bers who would sit on the King’s Rench side, 
and five others on the Chancery side, and the 
abolition of appeals to the House of Lords. 

The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council must be retained in the interests. of 
the Colonies, 

Mr. C. W. Wright, President of the 
Society, said that the layman frequently

imagined that the legal profession was unwill- 


| ing to co-operate in any scheme for cheapen- 


ing litigatfon for fear of financial loss to the 
members. That was not so. Cheaper litiga- 
tion meant more work for their profession. 
Very careful consideration should be given to 
what was known as the ‘ two-thirds rule, 

whereby a junior received a sum equal to two- 
thirds of the fees marked on a leader s brief. 

This rule could not be justified, and should 
either be abolished or considerably modified. 

A litigant to-day was ready to apply to a 
court in the first instance, but the dread of 
being dragged from court to court, until 
possibly his case reached the House of Lords, 
caused him to fight shy of litigation. 

The suggestion had been made that there 
should be only one Court of Appeal, and this 
would certainly be a move in the right direc- 
tion. Another point that might usefully be 
considered in connection with the cost ‘of hti- 
gation was the provision of continuous sittings 
of the High Court in Lancashire. Under the 
present system litigants had at times to 
wait for long periods before their cases were 
tried, owing to congestion of the Assize 
Courts beld in Liverpocl and Manchester.

JERSEY'S AND GUERNSEY’S | 


LOW INCOME TAX, 


Jersey States met yesterday to receive 
estimates for the vear beginning February 1. 
A favourable balance over last year’s work- 
ing of the various administrations was given 
as £80,000. In view of this the Committee 
recommends the abolition of the tax of three- 
pence a pound on tea and a reduction of in- 
come tax from sixpence to fourpence. They 
also recommended that £24,000 be applied to 
a reduction of the island debt. 

If these recommendations are adopted—and 
there is not a shadow of doubt but that they 
will be—the presumed balance will stand at 
£7,510. The principal items of revenue are: 
Wines and spirits. £70,000; tobacco tax, 
£47,000; heer, £18,000; tariff: on foreign im- 
ports, £9,000; entry dues, £31.000; mcome 
tax at sixpence maximum, £65,000; enter- 
txmment tax, £10,000; motor tax, £17,000, 
and taverners’ licences, £19,000. 

With an estimated surplus of approxim. 
ately £20.000 and an accumulated surplus of 
over £40,000 to carry forward to next year, 
the Guernsey States Qinance Committee re 
commend a reduction of one penny in income 


tax in their Budget for 1934. This will 
make the income tax tenpence in the passe. 
The Committee also recommend a reduction 


in beer duties of fourpence per gallon off 
locally brewed, making it threepence, and 
fivepence off imported, making it fourpence.

Pending the building of their new ships, 
the Blue Star Line are placing five of their 
parent fleet in the Uuited Kingdom-New Zealand 
trade, in pursuit of the ~ decided upon 
since the signing of the Ottawa Agreement, the 
effect of which has been to cause a diversion of 
trade with this country, particularly from 
the South American route (in the develop- 
ment of which the Blue Star Line has played 
a prominent part) to the Dominions.

REFUSAL TO LEAVE

At Carrickmacross District Court sum- 
mouses were brought at the suit of Carrick- 
macross Urban Council against Patrick 
Gaffney, Horse Hill, Carrickmacross, for re- 
fusal to delive: up possession of two dwelling.
